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Bear bait gets new heros 


Bear bait kept its record perfect at 5-0 with Sunday’s 
23-0 win over Minnesota, and it looks like they'll pack 15 
more in the freezer before the season is over. 

The big star, of course, was wide receiver Keith Orte- 
go, who looked like a big-play artist with those runs after 
the catches he made. 

Willie Gault is the number one enemy for defensive 
secondaries, but Ortego showed on Sunday that the other 
guys can also catch the ball. Ortego-Gault could become 
a feared combination in the league. 

And Jim McMahon played excellent, especially when 
you consider his sore shoulder and the fact that he only 
threw once during practice last week. 

McMahon showed one of the signs of a good quarter- 
back when he came back from throwing an interception 
on the first play of the game. 


McMahon was effective in the game because he had 
time to throw. And even when he didn’t have the time, he 
had the ability to scramble, which may be his biggest as- 
set. That gave him more time to find the open receiver 
and took some of the pressure off the offensive line. 

After a slow start, the running game picked up toward 
the end of the game and again looked good. 

The defense was great and got its first shutout of the 
season. Three things were the key to the defense’s per- 
formance against Minnesota. 

First, the defense’s coverage of receivers in the secon- 
dary was spectacular. Second, the defensive play calling 
was at its best, perfectly balancing blitzes with zone cover- 


age. And third, Mike Hartenstine and the rest of the line 
did another great job. 

Hartenstine is such a great player with the ability to step 
in any time and do the job. Otis Wilson also had one of 
his better games of the season. The defense played well 
against everything Minnesota tried. 

The seven sacks were the result of a number of things 
the Bears did well. The sacks came because of the great 
coverage of the backs. The blitzes also worked well, and 
other times the rush was great enqugh to lead to inter- 
ceptions. A few times Dave Duerson was able to come 
in untouched on the blitzes. 

If there is such a thing as a near-perfect game, this was 
it. Everything was coordinated well. And when you hold 
a team to zero points, you were flawless. 

One other thing you have to like about the defense is 
that it hasn’t given up one long touchdown pass all season. 

Every week, it’s a new hero. When someone is hurt, 
another player steps in and does the job. Chicago played 
without Richard Dent and Mark Bortz, but the team didn’t 
let that bother them. 

Hartenstine can play anywhere and he stepped in and 
did the job while playing in his 168th consecutive game, 
a new Bear record. He is such a great athlete and it must 
be a pleasure to coach. - 

It seems everyone waits their turn. And when they get 
their chance to play, they do it. And you see the substi- 
tutes hitting hard on special teams. 

It's a team effort. What the Bears have is a total team 
concept, and they'll go far with it.

‘White Lightning’ zaps 
Minnesota in 23-0 win

Last week the Jim McMahon-Willie Gault combination 
teamed up with the defense for the win. 

This week Keith Ortego took over for Gault in the spot- 
light and produced the same result — a win, this time over 
Minnesota Sunday at Soldier Field, 23-0. 

McMahon threw a 49-yard pass to Ortego to set up one 
touchdown. And Ortego caught a 58-yard pass for another 
touchdown while the defense kept getting better during 
the game to shut out the Vikings. 

Last week Gault made the big plays cutting across the 
field against the Cincinnati defense. The Vikings obviously 
studied those films because they were keying on Gault 
in the middle, leaving it open for Ortego. And the Bears 
took advantage of it. 

Ortego caught six passes for 157 yards in the game, 
Surpassing his career output up to that point. 

McMahon's bomb to Ortego to set up the first touch- 
down should have looked familiar. ‘That was the exact 
same play we ran to Willie last week,”’ McMahon said. 
“Keith ran by the guy and | saw him break by him, so | 
threw it to him. He showed me a lot of speed today. | didn’t 
know he was that fast. | was hoping he would get in on 
the first one.” 

But “White Lightning,’ as McMahon dubbed Ortego af- 
ter the game, was brought down at the two, leaving the 
score for a 7-0 lead to Walter Payton. 

“Jim was able to read the blitzes and he hit me on stride 
a couple of times,’’ Ortego said. “They doubled Willie and 
that left me open quite a bit.”’ 

The win kept Chicago’s record perfect at 5-0, with Min- 
nesota now two games behind the Bears at 3-2. 


Defense controls game from the start 
“They came in with a good quarterback and our defense 
played as good as you can play him,’ Bears coach Mike 
Ditka said. ‘‘They got the ballgame under control from start

to finish and you have to appreciate that.” 

The great performance turned in by the defense Start- 
ed with the front line. The Bears recorded seven sacks, 
their highest output of the season. And the Vikings were 
limited to just 159 total yards on offense. 

“It always starts with the defensive line,’ said the Bears’ 
Mike Singletary. ‘‘They did a great job of getting off the 
ball, coming up the field and putting the pressure on (Vik- 
ing quarterback Tommy) Kramer. It didn’t give him a whole 
lot of time. And that’s the thing you have to do.” 

On the Vikings’ next possession after Payton scored, 
Kramer had his streak of 115 consecutive passes with no 
interceptions ended when Reggie Phillips picked off a pass 
in Viking territory. 

When the Bears took over McMahon threw deep again, 
this time to Willie Gault. But Gault could not hang on to 
the pass and the Bears were eventually forced to punt. 

Kramer did some more catching up on interceptions 
when Minnesota took over. He had his second pass picked 
off in the game when Dave Duerson caught the ball at mid- 
field and returned it to the 36-yard line of Minnesota. That 
was Duerson’s fourth interception of the year. 


Payton works the ball downfield 

Payton, who gained 108 yards rushing in the game, was 
the workhorse as Chicago moved the ball downfield to Min- 
nesota’s seven-yard line. Payton gained 14 yards on five 
carries on the drive. 

Kevin Butler then came in to kick a 24-yard field goal, 
giving the Bears a 10-0 lead. 

The Vikings were unable to move the ball near the end 
of the half as Kramer was sacked for the third time in the 
half and Minnesota was forced to punt. 

The McMahon-Ortego combination came alive again af- 
ter Chicago took over at the 42-yard line. Ortego made 
a 24-yard reception to put Chicago at the eight-yard line. 
Then McMahon went to Ortego again, completing a pass 
to the’one. 

But that was as close as Chicago got. On second and

goal, Payton didn’t gain anything running off (eft quard. 
Then McMahon tried to sneak the ball in for the score on 
third and fourth down, but failed each time. So the Bears 
settled for a 10-0 halftime lead. 

McMahon, however, thought he made it in the end zone 
on third down. ‘‘Half my body was in the end zone,” he 
said. ““The second one there was no question ! didn’t get 
in.

Kramer ends drive himself 

Minnesota took the opening kickoff of the second half 
and marched to the Bear 20-yard line before Kramer end- 
ed the drive almost by himself. 

After getting sacked by Duerson, Kramer was aimost 
sacked on third down by William Perry before he threw 
the ball away and was calied for intentional grounding. 
Kramer argued the call and was called for unsportsman- 
like conduct, moving the ball all the way back to the Bears’ 
45-yard line and taking Minnesota out of field goal range. 

Duerson’s sack was the play that started the defense 
on its roll. But Duerson realized it was a team effort that 
shut out the Vikings. 

“! can’t take all the credit,”’ he said. “‘In order for my 
blitz to work, it has to happen from the guys up front. They 
played right into our hands,on the sack. With the tight end 
going in motion, it gave me a full head of steam. We want- 
ed to preserve the shutout today for Coach Tobin, and that 
was a plus.”

Neal Anderson finally got to play. So did Thomas 
Sanders. Who will play next? 

“It will be Walter,"’ said coach Mike Ditka. 

Ditka said Sanders and Anderson will continue to play 
second and third fiddle to Payton until games are out of 
reach. But Ditka liked what he saw of Sanders and An- 
derson so much against the Cincinnati Bengals that the 
wheels started turning again in his mind. 

Ditka developed the Eagle formation to attack the 46 
defense, proving that there is no such thing as a playbook 
written in stone. If he thought about it hard enough, Ditka 
probably could get Payton, Anderson and Sanders onto 
the field at the same time. 

After insisting there was no way to get Anderson and 
Payton together in the same backfield, that’s exactly how 
the No. 1 draft choice made his debut against the Green 
Bay Packers on Monday night in Green Bay. 

After seeing Sanders romp for two touchdowns, one of 
75 yards, against the Bengals, Ditka couldn’t help imagin- 
ing all kinds of running backs lining up behind quarter- 
back Jim McMahon.

Had Anderson ever tackled anybody before in his life?

‘an interception,’’ he said. “! might have to switch to 
defense.” 

As Anderson spoke of his debut, Payton walked by An- 
derson in the locker room and grabbed some French fries 
out of his lunch bag. 

“He’s trying to take my playing time; | can take his 
food,” Payton said. ‘‘Fair trade.” 

Anderson figured it would come to this. He gets one car- 
ry from scrimmage and all kinds of flak from Payton. 

“After | was drafted, knowing | was playing behind 
Walter Payton, it was expected that | wouldn’t play much. 
It wasn’t a shock,”’ Anderson said. ‘‘Plus, coming in late 
and holding out. It was something that helped me. | would 
do the same thing if | had it to do over again. But as far 
as playing time, it’s not going to get me on the field any 
quicker. 

Anderson appears to be patient. 

“If they think | can Contribute to help us win,” they're 
going to put me in there,”’ he said. ‘‘] want to play, but 
it’s a business, too. | get my same check regardless.” 

Against the Bengals, Sanders first got onto the field with 
Payton. He was lined up as a wide receiver in the slot, 
assuming the same role injured Dennis Gentry used to play 
in third down situations. 

Sanders was the intended receiver on a second-quarter 
pass from McMahon that earned Sanders a bop on the 
helmet from Ditka. 

McMahon threw into the middle of the end zone and 
Sanders ran a corner route away from the ball. The pass 
fell incomplete and set up Kevin Butler's 41-yard field goal. 

Sanders was greeted on the sidelines by a furious Dit- 
ka, who appeared to be trying to knock some sense into 
the second-year player. 

“He thought | made a mistake,’’ said Sanders. ‘‘But 
there was a guy in the middle and they didn’t see it. That's 
why | ran to the corner.” 


Sanders redeems himself 
Nevertheless, Sanders figured his day might be done. 
When he got his shot at running back in place of Payton 


in the third quarter, he ran like Ditka was chasing him.’ 


“I felt like | needed to do something to clear that up,” 
Sanders said. 


The incomplete pass was forgotten on Sanders’ first run, © 


a terrific 18-yard effort to the 1-yard line that demonstrat- 
ed Sanders’ combination of quick feet and power. 

Sanders got three more chances to show his siuff. He 
ran 1 yard for a touchdown, 1 yard again, and 75 yards 
for another touchdown. 

“Eor some reason, that always happens to me. In col- 
lege, if I'd have a fumble or something, I'd always bounce 
back with a long run or something,”’ Sanders said. 

As a rookie ninth-round draft choice last year, Sanders 
was kept a secret. He ran only 25 times, mostly when fans 
were running through parking lots on their way home. But 
the Bears liked what they saw. 

Sanders still ahead of Anderson 

When Anderson was being hailed as the heir apparent 

to Payton, personnel director Bill Tobin said: “He'll have 


to beat out Thomas Sanders first.” 


When the Bears drafted Anderson, Sanders wondered 
why but didn’t ask. Neither was he consulted. 

“When you draft a first-rounder, you’re not really sure 
what's going to happen. There was nothing | could do 
about it. It was out of my hands,” Sanders said. 

Sanders couldn’t even be certain he would make the 
team, but his neck has been on the line before, literally. 

After the 1982 season at Texas A & M, a neck injury 
threatened Sanders’ football career. What had been di-

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Bears show ‘mild’ interest in Doug Flutie 


Will the Bears sign quarterback Doug Flutie now that 
he is pursuing a job in the NFL? 

It’s very doubtful, but Chicago general manager Jerry 
Vainisi said last week the Bears have a ‘‘mild’’ interest 
in the former Boston College quarterback. 

Head coach Mike Ditka has always been a big Doug 
Flutie fan because of his strong arm, so Vainisi contact- 
ed the Los Angeles Rams, who hold Flutie’s NFL rights, 
about him. 

Vainisi said on Wednesday the Rams wanted a second- 
round draft choice for negotiating rights to Flutie, winner 
of the 1984 Heisman Trophy. 


O aN Notebook 


The Bears are not planning on giving up a second-round 
pick for Flutie. A middle-round draft choice is generally 
regarded as the right price for Flutie. 

The Rams used an 11th-round pick in the 1985 draft 
to acquire Flutie’s rights. 

Vainisi also contacted Flutie’s agent, Bob Woolf, who 
said something could be worked out regarding a contract. 
But Chicago won't talk about a contract unless something 
is worked out with the Rams. 

Flutie had a workout with the Green Bay Packers last 
Tuesday, but the Packers instead signed free agent quar- 
terback Chuck Fusina. 

“We have an interest in anybody that’s a good football 
player,’’ Ditka said. ‘‘He’s got talent. Plus he’s a winner. 
We'll explore it softly for the time being.”’ 

Ditka said Flutie’s 5-foot-9-inch height wasn’t a factor. 
“If the guy can do things you'll find a way to make sure 
he can throw the football,”’ Ditka said. ‘'I just think the kid 


is a talent because of what he’s accomplished.” 

Right now, the Bears appear to have the ideal quarter- 
back situation. They have Jim McMahon, a proven start- 
er; Steve Fuller, a veteran backup; and Mike Tomcezak, 
a young prospect. If the Bears were to sign Flutie,.either 
Fuller or Tomczak would have to go. 

And that's not likely. So don’t start worrying about the 

Bears being led in battle by a Napoleon. 
® FLOODING WAS A MAJOR problem in the Chicago 
area last week. At one point, it had rained seven days in 
an eight-day stretch. That also caused problems for the 
Bears while trying to practice on a wet field. 


The Bears have no indoor practice facility, unlike all their 


division foes except Tampa Bay. But the Buccaneers don’t 
need one. 

Jim McMahon and Mike Singletary criticized Bears’ 
president Michael McCaskey in their recently published 
books for not building an indoor facility. And the Bears 
have no immediate plans to build one. 

Ditka would like to have an indoor facility, but for now 
he’ll have to make do with the fields outside of Halas Hall. 

“It's hard to work under those conditions and get tim- 
ing down,”’ Ditka said. “But you do the best you can. Beg- 
gars can’t be choosers. It’s not too neat out there right 
now. It could get worse. But if it got any worse there 
wouldn't be much point in going out there.” 

The Bears couldn't use the regular practice field on 
Wednesday, so they held practice at South Park, about 
a mile from Halas Hall in Lake Forest. If Chicago couldn’t 
have practiced there, other alternatives were available. 

‘We had a couple of kids’ grade schools we could have 
used,”’ Ditka said. The Bears’ other backup site was Sold- 
ier Field, though the playing field there also was extremely 
wet. 

The Bears have practiced in the past at Morton East 
High School in suburban Cicero. Ditka, however, does not 
like going there because it is a two-hour trip to go there 
and back to Halas Hall. 

So the Bears did their best avoiding puddles during 
practice last week. 

“You don’t like it. But we'll make the best of it. It would 
be great if we were playing on grass this week,”’ Ditka said. 


‘Everything was OK except the footing. You don’t get tim- 
ing on routes. When you get it that wet out there it's not 
slow-motion, but it's about three-quarters speed. It's not 
that bad. I've seen worse. | remember World War |] was 
worse than this.” 

@ MEETING A TEAM TWICE. in three weeks, as the Bears 
do with Minnesota, can be an advantage or disadvantage, 
Ditka said. 

“It could work to great advantage or great disadvantage 
for us depending on what happens in the game,’ he said. 
“We can put a lot of distance between us and them, or 
they can put a Jot of distance between them and us. It’s 
up to whoever wins the game.” 

@ ONE OF THE THINGS Ditka saw as a problem at the 
start of the year was fighting complacency. But he hasn’t 
seen much of it yet. 

“| think we’re ready to play everybody,” he said. ‘| hope 
we are. | don’t get a feeling that we’re not ready. ! don't 
get a feeling we're taking anybody for granted and | know 
we’re not. | think the Cincinnati game was good for us. 
It showed us what we can do when we execute. 

‘And we needed that. A lot of people say you don’t need 
a blowout that early. But yeah, we needed that.’’ 
®VIKINGS COACH JERRY BURNS doesn’t think the 
Bears have slipped from where they were last year. 

“Judging from their game against Cincinnati, they're ev- 
ery bit as good as they were last year,”’ he said. ‘The 
Bears are as dominating a team as there’s been in the 
last five or eight years. The defense is again devastating. 
Any team that has a Walter Payton on it is great. McMa- 
hon gives them that spark and turns that team on. 

“It’s very difficult to beat the Bears. You've got to exe- 
cute. You’ve got to play well.” 

Burns also hasn't seen much difference with the defense 
this year under Vince Tobin. ‘‘Early when McMahon was 
down, offensively they weren't playing well. And a lot of 
times when an offense isn’t playing well it has an effect 
on the defense. 

“But you win with people. Buddy Ryan did a good job 
of getting people in the rightplace. And Vince Tobin’s do- 
ing the same job.”

Oilers lose fourth straight 

Last week, at the Pontiac Silverdome, the Oilers losing 
streak hit four as the Lions prevailed 24-13. QB Warren 
Moon completed 21 of 38 passes for 398 yards, but was 
intercepted three times. Houston currently is tied for third 
in the AFC Central (with Pittsburgh) with a 1-4 mark. 
Cleveland and Cincinnati are tied for first at 3-2. 

Despite the poor record, the Oilers have made strides 
in improving this year. After four weeks, they led the AFC 
in defense, and ranked second overall in the NFL. Last 
year, the Houston defense was 27th in the league. Prior 
to week five, the Oilers were No. 1 against the pass (145 
yards per game) and eighth against the rush (121 per 
game). ; 

Offensively, the Oilers ranked eighth in the league af- 
ter four games. They were fifth rushing (119 per game) 
and seventh passing (217 per game). 

Houston's offensive leader has been running back Mike 
Rozier, who ranked third in the AFC with 257 yards on 75 
carries. Moon, who has thrown 10 interceptions, ranked 
19th in the AFC with a 67.0 rating. His main receivers were 
Drew. Hill (14 for 205) and Ernest Givins (74 for 199).

Gault runs free against 
man-to-man coverage 


Every time Willie Gault has a big game, it’s greeted with 
as much indignation as exultation. If he’s so fast, why can’t 
he gain 174 yards on’catches every week? 

Fans have the same reaction to the Bears’ blowout vic- 
tories. They were actually relieved at the 44-7 romp in Cin- 
cinnati, as though it ended a losing streak. What it ended 
was a streak of three straight victories that had been un- 
decided after three quarters, but 3-O wasn’t good enough 
for people who saw the Super Bowl as an example instead 
of a climax. You have to wonder whether these people 
would turn up their noses at a gift Mercedes because the 
seat covers weren't mink. 


Gault knows all about unreasonable expectations. 
“There are still people who don’t respect me,’’ he said 
after his career game at Cincinnati. With 174 yards on 
seven catches, Gault had the Bears’ second-biggest 
receiving game in 19 years. But just that week, lifting 
weights after practice, he had heard “these two obnox- 
ious guys on the radio say I’m afraid to go over the mid- 
die and making jokes about my ballet.” 

Gault knows nothing growls louder than someone whose 
appetite is whetted but not fed regularly. His six 100-yard 
games in three-plus seasons have raised expectations 


‘ 


more than appreciation. Why can't he do it every week? 
And now that the Bears solved Cincinnati's defense like 
a dot-to-dot drawing, will he finally start doing it every 
week? 

No, he won't. Just as Walter Payton has run for less 
than 100 yards more often than he has run for three 
figures. Some defenses will do anything they can to keep 
Gault from beating them, and the Bears will have to turn 
elsewhere. 

Gault turns around Bengals game 

But the Cincinnati game showed the Bears’ willingness 
to turn to Gault and his ability to turn a game around. For 
three years, they didn’t use Gault as a weapon much more 
than a steamroller shifts into overdrive. But at Cincinnati, 
he went from a promise to a threat. 

It wasn’t coincidental that Jim McMahon returned to 
quarterback in that game. Coach Mike Ditka is always 
more free and easy with his passing game when McMa- 
hon’s doing the passing. As Gault said, “‘The big differ- 
ence is we passed the ball more today.”’ 

“We can try things,’’ Ditka said of McMahon's impact. 
“You're not afraid of making a mistake. You can always 
come back and overcome it.” 

The other element that fell into place for Gault was the 
Bengals’ defense. They prefer man-to-man. With that in 
mind, the Bears devised a way to clear the track for Gault’s 
world-class speed. 

They lined him up where they knew he’d be covered 
man-to-man, as the Bengals did often. Then they sent him’ 
clear across the field. 

“! love it,”’ Gault said. “| had the whole field to work with. 

“It's like that bengal tiger they had on the sideline. Be- 
ing free. | was free to do almost anything running across 
the field and using my speed.”’ 

Receivers coach Greg Landry added the play for Gault 
just that week. The formation spread out the defense, and 
flanker Keith Ortego on the other side ran straight at the

free safety, the only man who might have helped Gault’s 


hapless defender. It reduced the geometry of combina- 
tion pass coverage to the arithmetic of a footrace. 
“How'd you like to try and cover me all across the field?” 
Gault said with a grin. 
“You just can’t do it,’’ Bear safety Dave Duerson said. 
Not all teams will single-cover Gault. But nearly all teams 
do some blitzing these days. When you blitz, you wind up 
with fewer men in coverage. Gault will draw some man- 


to-man matchups that way, and he can turn them into man-\ 


past-man. 
Gault enters another dimension 

Coaches like to call Gault’s kind of speed another 
dimension, as though they're talking about solid trape- 
zoids. They understate it. Blazing speed is just another 
element the way Rambo is just another soldier. 

It’s the one thing that can’t be taught. It’s the one thing, 
that properly used, cannot be beaten. It’s the thing that 
made Gault’s 53-yard touchdown at Cincinnati an artwork 
worth framing and hanging. 

The play was simple. ‘‘Just Willie go long,” Gault said. 
It was a straight sideline route against rookie cornerback 
Lewis Billups. Gault was fast all the way, but for 15 yards, 
he would have made a gazelle appear to be sauntering. 

Gault had Billups three yards in front of him when he 
first saw the ball in the air. At that point, it appeared to 
be a routine overthrow. ‘“‘Then | turned it on,”’ he said. 
When he caught the ball at the 21, Billups was nearly five 
yards behind him. When he reached the end zone, no- 
body would have been surprised to see parachutes bil- 
low out of his hip pads. 

“It was a perfect throw,’’ Gault said. ‘There wasn’t any 
secret to it. Jim got the snap from center. The linemen 


~- 


blocked great. The bail was right there in my hands. | had 
no choice but to catch it.” 

lf Gault had been running past a tree, he would have 
leit leaves and branches on the ground. 

But he was more than fast on the play. Gault has be- 
come an accomplished receiver, not justi a fleet one. 

When he took off with the snap, Billups was 12 yards 
away. Gault didn’t try to make it all up at once. “If i'd have 
just took off, he’d have been down the field about 30 
yards,”’ he said. ‘] was just going three-quarters speed 
so | could just sort of set him up.” 

Defenses will give up short passes 

He didn’t score again himself, but his greased lightn- 
ing oiled the skids for the Bengals’ biggest defeat ever. 
Gault’s presence alone loosens the defense for runs and 
short passes. After he singes a cornerback, the defense 
is almost happy to give up short gains. 

“Once you get beat on a play like that, it takes a lot to 
get your concentration back,” Bear cornerback Mike 
Richardson said. “You don’t reaily come back all the way 
until you make a play on the guy. Willie's a tough guy to 
make a play on.” 

Last year, the Bears ranked second in NFL scoring with 
Gault catching only one touchdown pass. !f Cincinnati truly 
marked the harnessing of Gauit's jetstream, how many 
trampled end zones lie ahead? 

“| think we can do this every week,” Gault said. He 
didn't mean he would gain 170 yards every week, but he 
knew if defenses took him away, they'd have to leave 
openings for the rest of the offense. And Gaull has been 
known to catch.a pass or two in double coverage. “‘l think 
if you threw it to him 20 times a game, it wouldn't be a 
crazy thing to do,” backup quarterback Steve Fuller said. 

“Willie is becoming one of the premier receivers in the 
league,” Duerson said. “‘He’s going to be one of those 
guys whose every third catch is a touchdown.”

Coincidentally, the day Seattle wide receiver Steve Lar- 
gent started his NFL record streak for consecutive games 
with a reception was a day Bear running back Walter Pay- 
ton won't soon forget.

for four weeks with a pulled calf muscle, is eligible to come 
off the injured reserve list. But that probably won’t hap- 
pen any time soon. : 

Margerum did practice a little last week, but Ditka said 
he still isn’t 100 percent. 

‘First of all, becoming eligible and being 100 percent, 
there’s two different things there,"’ he said. ‘‘And he’s not

Ditka also said he isn't willing yet to make a change with 
his wide receivers, which means Margerum may be on the 
injured list a while longer. 

Trainer Fred Caito said Margerum may be pushing him- 
self too fast to come back from the injury.

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Ortego takes over where Gault left off

Where Willie Gault left off last week in Cincinnati, Keith 
Ortego picked up this week in Chicago. 

“Wide receivers are out there to complement each 
other,’’ said Ortego. ‘‘One week Willie will get open be- 
cause I’m setting him up. The other week I'll get open be- 
cause he’s setting me up.’ 


This was obviously one of those “other” weeks Ortego | 


was referring to. In the Bears 23-0 win over Minnesota, 
Ortego caught six passes for 157 yards and one 
touchdown. 

“ve been waiting for a game like this,’’ said the Eu- 
nice, La,, native. ‘‘Jim (McMahon) did a good job of hit- 
ting me when | was open. | think he has confidence in me 
now.” 

The Bears also had confidence in Ortego all afternoon 
against the Vikings. In their first scoring drive, McMahon 
hit Ortego with a 49-yard pass to the Vikings two-yard line. 
One play later, Walter Payton put the Bears up 7-0. 

“That was the route we were running all last week 
against Cincinnati when Willie was catching the ball,”’ 
Ortego said. ‘This week they were waiting on him and | 
got open. Jim threw it on stride and | had to fight the 
defender for it.” 


Ortego grabs two on drive 

Ortego also contributed to a drive that stalled on the Vik- 
ings’ one-yard line at the end of the first half with catches 
of 24 yards and seven yards deep in Minnesota territory. 

“Jim was able to read the blitzes and he hit me on stride 
a couple of times,’’ Ortego said. 

In the Bears following scoring drive, Ortego caught a 
nine-yard pass that put the Bears at the Minnesota 25-yard 
line. Two plays later, Kevin Butler put the Bears up 13-0 
with a 42-yard field goal. 

Ortego capped his career day with a 58-yard touchdown 
pass from McMahon in the fourth quarter. 

“It was perfect timing,’’ Ortego said. *'! thought | was 
going to get tackled by the guy who was coming in from 
the left side but | split them and that was it.”’ 


Burst of speed surprises teammates 
Head Coach Mike Ditka knew Ortego had this in him. 
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“We don’t have anybody who catches the ball on inside- 
routes like that kid,’ Ditka said. ‘It takes a lot of courage.” 

Ortego's second touchdown catch of the year included 
a 15-yard burst of speed to the end zone which left his 
teammates amazed. 

‘| know it surprised the guys on the sidelines,” Ortego 
said of his final burst. “Most of my teammates didn’t think 
| had it in me. Now they've given me the nickname ‘White 
Lightning.’ My speed is decent. I'm not going to say | can 
outrun Willie Gault because nobody can,” 


The most important guy on the sideline, Mike Ditka, re-" 


warded Ortego’s performance with a game ball. 


‘| was glad to see Keith do the job he did,”’ said Ditka. 


“Keith was outstanding.” 

To Ditka, however, the abilities of Keith Ortego go be- 
yond what he did on the field against Minnesota. 

“You just have to believe in people,’ Ditka said. ‘‘We've 
believed in Keith for two years. He sacrifices his body and 
goes for the football and blocks out everything else. That's 
a compliment to him.” 


Ortego returns Ditka’s favor 

Ortego was more than happy to pay off Ditka’s faith in 
him. 

“I'm just out there to prove him right,'’ Ortego said. ''A 
lot of people still don’t think | should be out here. They 
still think David Williams was a lot better than |.was. I’m 
just trying to prove them wrong.” 

Ortego was referring to the battle in training camp for 
the final wide receiver spot.

“Largent was one of my favorites when | was watching 
him in college just because of the fact that he doesn’t have 
any great speed but always seems to get open.” 

However, Ortego admits it will be a while before he can 
be mentioned in the same breath with Largent. Until then 
he is just going to work hard and try to keep his starting 
spot. 

“Once you show them you'll work hard every day,” 
they'll keep you around.”
